CHAPTER 110. 

[Published March 21, 1865.] 

AN ACT to extend the time for the collection of taxes in the town , 
of Fox Lake, in the county of Dodge. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The time for the collection of taxes in 17„t'" 1 " 
the town of Fox Lake, in the county of Dodge, is here- 
by extended until the first day of April, A. D. 1865; 
and the treasurer of the said town of Fox Lake is here- Power 44  loom' 

by authorized to proceed in the collection of the taxes "Ir.  
now in his hands for collection, in the same manner and 
with the same authority, until the said first day of 
April, as now provided by law for the collection of tax-
es: provided, that nothing in this act shall be constru-
ed as extending the time for the payment to the county 
treasurer of the state tax of said town. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
